London, December 6.—David Lloyd- 
George has overthrown the Asquith 
cabinet and will become prime minis- 
ter himself. The new government will 
De coalition, like the old one, but 
probably without the same measure of 
harmonious support which attended 
the formation of the first coalition 
: government because its birth has cre- 
ated additional factional differences. 

This result has emerged from anoth- 
er day of active and hurried party 
conferences and a day of intense sus- 
pense and interest throughout the 
country. 

The court circular tonight announc- 
ing the political audiences and confer- 
ences at the palace today adds: 

“The king gave a further audience 
this evening to Mr., BonarsLaw, who 
intimated that he was unable to form 
an administration. Thereupon the king 
summoned Mr. Lloyd-George, who at 
his majesty’s request, undertook to 
endeavor to form an administration.” 

King Calis Party Leaders. 

There was a prospect this afternoon 
that the personal offices of the king 
might solve the situation, and many 
thought that the Asquith regime 
might be continued. The king called 
the party leaders to Buckingham Pal- 
ace and conferred with them for more 
than an hour. Mr. Asquith and Mr. 
Lioyd-George of the liberals, Mr. Bo- 
mar Law and Mr. Balfour ofthe un- 
_fonists, and Mr. Hendersou of the la- 
‘bor party, were with the sovereign. 
It is many years since a British ruler 
assembled the representatives ot the 
different factions facé to. face when 
they had shown themselves unable to 
settle their difficulties. But no such 
serious crisis has arisen before to re- 
quire such action by the King. 

Whatever passed in council is held 
secret but the inference that the king 
tried to arrange a reconciliation ap- 
pears a most natural one. The five 
atatesmen departed separately, four in 
their motor cars and the workingmen’s 
epokesman afoot. 

Afterwards the king gave an audi- 
ence to Mr. Bonar Law, who declined 
to undertake the formation of a new 
ministry and then to Mr. Lloyd-George, 
who accepted the responsibility, as 
everyone anticipated he would if the 
opportunity came to him. 

The official announcement tonight 
that Mr. Lloyd-George had undertak- 
en the task, with the co-operation of 
@Mr. Bonar Law, was a notification 
that the new government would be 
coalition. 

Party Government Impossible. 

Any party governmert would be im- 
possible because neither the unionists 
nor the liberals have a majority in the 
house of commons; either one must at- 
tach the Irish nationalists or the la- 
borites to itself to command a majori- 
ty.. The nationalists have refused to 
participate in the government = until 
home rule becomes established. The 
laborites are sworn enemies to Mr. 
Lloyd-George because they resent his 
accusations that the workingmen have 
put their personal interests above the 
national interests at times during the 
war. 

That the laborites are not likely to 
eupport a Lloyd-George administra- 
tion was further indicated at a meet- 
ing of the parliamentary committee 


of the trades union today, which 
adopted a resolution unanimously ex- 
pressing profound regret “that certain 
statesmen, influenced by the press 
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country,” said Senator Smith.

COTTONLESS ZONES. 


PROPOSED IN SOUTH 


South Carolina Senator 
Urges Drastic Federal Ac- 
tion to Check the Spread 
of the Boll Weevil. 


Washington, December 6.—Creation 
of a series of zones in the south in 


which no cotton could be grown fora 
period of one year as a means of check- 
ing and exterminating the boll weevil 
in this counfry, will be pruposed in 
a bill which Senator Smith, of South 
Carolina, announced tonight he soon 
would offer and urge for passage. The 
senator proposes that the non-growing 
area shall be started in the extreme 
northeastern limit of the cotton sec- 
tion and gradually work southward 
and westward in a series of zones 100 
miles in width each year-until the en- 
tire cotton growing section shall have 
been covered. 

The federal government, Senator 
Smith sald, would’ be given the power 
to police the zone to see that the law 
was observed and growers and ginners 
affected would be compensated by the 
government. Experts estimated that it 
would cost $25,000,000 a year to main- 
tain the boll weevil zone in Alabama 
which Senator Smith proposed a year 
azo. 

The first year the cotton prohibitive 
zone would include the extreme eastern 
portions of North Carolina and South 
Carolina. The next year this zone 
would be released and the non-produc- 
tive area extended 100 miles, and this 
rotation would be kept up until the 
entire territory had been covered. 

“Highest entomological authorities 
have approved the zone system as the 
only practical means of exterminating 
the devastating boll weevil in this 
“The an- 
nual. cost would be infinitesimal..as 


mpared to the benefit that would be 
erived. Six hundred million dollars 


has been expended to eradicate the boll 
weevil in this’ cotintry, but he still 
thrives and is moving rapidly toward 
the fields of North and South Carolina. 

“The zone system not only would 
prove the practicability of this meth- 
od of exterminating the boll weevil, 
but by giving farmers. opportunity to 
grow other crops would demonstrate 
whether the south can successfully grow 
other food products.”

TN DYNAMITE CASE 
AFTER MANY HOURS 


Jury Returns Sealed Ver- 
dict, Which It Is Under- 
stood Finds Gunter Guilty 
With Recommendation to 
Mercy. 


CONFESSED AFTER OFFER 
OF FREEDOM, HE CLAIMS 


Judge Hill Tells Jury That 
Corroborative Evidence Is 
Needed in Order to Convict 
the Deferidant. 


After having deliberated for nearly 
six hours, the jury in the trial of J. 
R. Gunter, charged with having aided 
in dynamiting the Boulevard trolley 


ear last month, resulting. in injuries 


to the Belsham sisters and others, re- 
turned a sealed verdict last night about 
8 o'clock. 

It is understood the verdict is guilty, 
with a recommendation of mercy. In 
this event, Gunter will be sentenced to 
prison for a term of from five to twen- 
ty years. Judge Hill charged the jury 
specifically that the return of a verdict 
of guilty without recommendation 


would mean automatic sentencing of 


the prisoner to a life term. 
Jury Was Deadlecked. 

Despite the fact that a written con- 
fession of the defendant was intro- 
duced by the state, the jury was dead- 
locked for many hours. 

Word was sent by the foreman to 
Judge Ben Hill, after the 12 men had 


deliberated three hours Wednesday af- 
ternoon, that it was not probable the 
jury would agree on a verdict. The 
jurors spent the night deliberating in 
a suite at the Majestic hotel. 

The trial of Gunter occupied the en- 
tire day’s session of Judge Hill’s divi- 
sion of superior court. Detectives 
George Bullard and Bob Waggoner, of 
police headquarters, the principal wit- 
nesses in this casé, submiitted a written 
confession by the defendant to the 
éffect that he had dynamited a car at 
Ponce de Leon and Boulevard one 
month ago when Misses Rosa and Eva 
Bélsham were injured.

Gunter did not deny the confession, 
but declared he was frightened at the 
time it was made, and that he had 
been promised freedom. Witnesses were

No details have as yet come through 
concerning the climax to the great 
drive of the armies of General von Fal- 
kenhayn and Field Marshal von Mack- 
ensen, or whether the Rumanians and 
Russians ‘succeeded entirely in making 
their escape behind the Bucharest line. 
Previous to the announcement of the 
capture of Bucharest and of Ploechti 
unofficial advices had indicated that 
four divisions of the defenders were in 
hazardous positions in the region due 
west of Bucharest and in danger of 
being enveloped. 


FOUR ALLIED CAPITALS 
HELD BY THE TEUTONS. 


With the fall of Bucharest the cen- 
tral allies are now in possession of 
four capitals of entente allied states, 
the others being Brussels, Belgrade and 
Cettinje. 

In the northwest, in the Carpathian 
region, near the Bukowine frontier 
along the Moldavia front, the Russian 
offensive, begun as a diversion against 
the Teutonic advance into Rumania, ap- 
parently is meeting with little success. 
In the Carpathians west of Jablonitza 
the Russians occupied a height but 
later were shelled off the position by 
the Germans. To the south they suc- 
ceeded in penetrating to the second 
line of the German defenses in the 
Trotus valley, but here were held by 
the defenders from further advance. 
North of the Oituz pass and southeast 
of Kedzi Varsahely the Austro-Ger- 
mans took positions from the Russians. 

Additional fortified heights northeast 
of Budimirtsa, in Serbia, have been 
captured by the Serbs from the Bul- 
garians and Germans, according to the 
Saloniki war office, while the Bulgar- 
ians are reported by Berlin to have ex- 
pelled the Serbs from positions near 
Gradeshnitza. A heavy bombardment 
is in progress north of Monastir. 

The Germans have again essayed a 
somewhat intense attack in the Verdun 
sector, launching it on the slopes east 
of the famous Hill 304, near Avocourt. 
According to Paris the attack was part- 
ly successful, the Germans gaining a 
footing in some of the advanced French 
trenches. Otherwise on the French 
front there have been only bombard- 
ments and opérations by raiding 
parties. 

In the Austro-Italian and Russian

“Confessions should be scanned with 
caution, and they must be corroborated 
by something else. If you believe he 
confessed that he dynamited the car, 
the fact that the car was dynamited 
can be taken as part corroborative 
proof. But if the evidence shows the 
confession was induced by hope of re- 
ward or fear, you are not authorized to 
consider it as authentic. 

Only Twe Parties in Case. 

“But if the evidence shows it was 
given freely, without coercion or in- 
ducement, you are authorized to con- 
vict. There are only two parties in 
this case—the state and the defendant. 
The corporation does not enter into it. 
You must find a true verdict according 
to the evidence. If anything else en- 
ters that jury box it will be a dese- 
cration of justice and a violation of 
your oath.” 

Judge Hill explained to the jury that 
a verdict of guilty without recom- 
mendation would mean an automatic 
sentence of life in prison, while a 
recommendation of mercy would per- 
mit the court to ‘sentence the prisoner 
to from five to twenty years’ imprison- 
ment. ) 

Gunter pleaded not guilty.

MANY REFORMS 


To Which He Hopes to 
Commit Democratic Party. 
He Urges Nation-Wide 
Prohibition as Most Im- 
portant. 


Washington, December 6.—Reforms 
to which he hopes to commit the demo- 
cratic party and to see accomplished 
within the next four yecrs were out- 
lined tonight by William Jennings 
Bryan at a dinner given in his honor 
by admirers among democratic offi- 
cilals and members of congress. Na- 
tion-wide prohibition he urged as most 
important, and other causes on his 
list included woman suffrage by fed- 
eral amendment, election of the pres- 
idént by direct popular vote, and 
changes to make the constitution more 
easily amendable. 

-In addition to his program to de ad- 
vocated, Mr. Bryan gave a prominent 
Place to two things he proposes to 
fight: The effort to give the federal 
government exclusive control over 
railroad regulation, and “the menace 
of militarism,” presented by proposals 
for universal military service. 
Wilson Praises Bryan. 

Speeches lauding Mr. Bryan particu- 
larly his work for the party during 
the campaign just won were made by 
many of the diners, and a letter was 
read from President Wilson, with 
whom the former secretary and Mrs. 
Bryan had lunched during the day. 
The president wrote: 

“Will you not be kind enough to 
donvey my very cordial greetings to 
Mr. Bryan and to those who are assem- 
bled to do him honor at the dinner 
on Wednesday evening? In the re- 
cent campaign no One rendered more 
unselfish service than Mr. Bryan, and 
I am happy to know that this dinner 
expresses the genuine admiration of 
all democrats for him. May I not by 
this means convey to him my warmest 
congratulations and best wishes for 
his continued health and happiness?” 

In reviewing at length the accom- 
plishments of the democratic adminis- 
tration, Mr. Bryan said the work had 
been done in one short term “under 
the leadership of a great democratic 
president, loyally supported by a con- 
gress equally democratic.” 

“J shall take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity which this dinner affords,” he 
continued, “to point out a few of the 
issues which seem to be within the 
range of aceomplishment during the 
next four years.

PRLS WAX COURTED 
MISH HIM GOOD LUCK 


He Is Identified as “Oliver 
Osborne,” Who Made Love 
to Rae Tanzer. 


New York, December 6.—Positive 
identification of Charles HL Wax as 
“Oliver Osborne,” elusive swain of a 
score of young women in this city, was 
made today by eight persons. He has 
yet, however, to face Miss Rae Turner,

NORWAY SHIP FORCED 
TO TOW SUBMARINE 


London, December 6.—The Norwegian 
steamer Solvang has arrived in an Eng- 
lish port with the story of having es- 
caped from a German submarine when 
the hawser with which she was towing 
the U-Boat parted in the middle of 
the night, but left her own captain 
aboard the raider. The Solvang, ac- 
cording to the story, was stopped in 
the Strait of Gibraltar by a subma- 
rine which had both German and Aus- 
trian officers on board, and was told 
to take the U-boat in tow, as she de- 
sired to proceed to the Madeira islands 
without waiting for oil fuel. 

The submarine was taken in tow No- 
vember 29 after the ship’s master had 
carried the ship’s papers aboard the 
U-boat. Several hours afterwards the 
American steamer Virginian was sight- 
ed. The submarine dropped her haw- 
ser and submerged, but resumed the 
tow when the American vessel disap- 
peared.

DRIVE OF TEUTONS 
| AGAINST RUMANIA 
| BRILLIANT FEAT 


The capture of Bucharest marks the 
culmination of-.an operation accounted 
by military commentators one of the 
| most soundly conceived and brilliantly 
, executed strategical feats of the great 
war. 

From the hour when Field Marshal 
von Mackensen forced a crossing of 
the Danube and on November 24 set 
foot on Rumanian soil, effecting a 
junction shortly afterward with Genr- 
eral von Falkenhayn’s armies, driv- 
ing through Wallachia from the west, 
there seemed little doubt of the ulti- 
mate fate of the Rumanian capital. 
The relentless pressure of the Teu- 
tonic invading armies, with their pre- 
ponderance of heavy artillery, proved 
too much for King Ferdinand’s forces 
once the Rumanian front was broken 
in western Wallachia and the Danube 
crossed behind the line of the north- 
ern Teutonic irruption. 

Continuously outflanked on the 
south by Von Mackensen’s advance and 
on the north by further Austro-Ger- 
man irruptions through the mountain 
passes, the Rumanians had no choice 
but to fall back upon the line of their 
capital and now have been forced to 
yield even that. 


BEGINNING 
OF CAMPAIGN. 


The beginning of the Teutonic cam- 
paign against Rumania dates back to 
the Rumanian entrance into the war 
on August 27. Perhaps taken by sur- 
prise by the speed with which the 
Rumanians threw their troops across 
the Transylvanian Alps into Hungary 
and took possession of Kronstadt, 
Hermannstadt and a wide sweep of 
Hungarian territory, the Austro-Ger- 
man military authorities were awake 
to the opportunities in Dobrudja on 
the Rumanian southeastern front. 
Within a few days the Bulgarians 
were found to be winning signal suc- 
cesses along the Danube, capturing 
Turtukai on September 7 and Silistria 
on the.10th.

This 
Von Mackensen accomplished some- 
thing more than a month later, defeat- 
ing the Russo-Rumanian army and 
capturing the railway, thus shutting 
off Bucharest from direct rail com- 
munication with the Black sea and 
cutting the most convenient line for 
sending Russian reinforcements and 
supplies into Rumania. 


GERMANS ATTACKED 
IN NUT CRACKER STYLE. 


This accomplished, there began the 
process of crushing Rumania in the 
mut cracker fashion made familiar by 
the Germans in this war. First, the 
Rumanians were pushed back to their 
frontier on the north. This was easily 
ccomplished, as the invaders of Hun- 
Sary were apparently ill equipped to 
hold their ground. General von Fal- 

nhayn, in charge of this operation, 
then began hammering at the passes 
through the Transylvanian Alps, which 
it was necessary to carry to reach the 
Rumanian plain. The Rumanians, as- 
sisted in some cases by the Russians, 
tenaciously defended these passes and 
their approaches, but all along the line 
the Teutonic attack rogressed, and 
finally on November ig came the vital 
break in the Rumanian line. This oc- 
curred in the Upper Jiul valley when 
Von Falkenhayn won the great battle 
of Tirgu-Jui and opened the way to 
the plains of Little Wallachia. 

Driving southward, Von Falkenhayn 
quickly captured Craiova, cutting off 
the Rumanian forces in the Orsova re- 
gion, in extreme western Rumania, and 
“4 November 23 had virtually com- 
D. eted the conquest of Little Wallachia. 
he Rumanian retreat eastward was 
in full swing by this time, when sud- 
denly came the news that Von Mac- 
kensen, who had been marshaling a big 
army in Dobrudja, had effected a cross- 
ing of the Danube at several points, 
one of them at Zimnitza, turning the 


position the Rumanians had takén up! 
along the Alt river after their retreat 
from the Jiul. 

_From then on events moved rapidly. | 
Von Mackensen, capturing Giurgiu, on' 
the Danube, pressed up the railroad | 
line, thence toward Bucharest, and the; 
armies from the west and north, win- 
ning engagements that permitted the 
influx of additional forces through the 
passes, fought their way to the line of 
the Argechu. 


LINE WAS BROKEN 
IN GREAT BATTLE. 


This line was broken in a great 
battle on December 8, in which the 
first Rumanian army was badly de- 
feated and began falling back east- 
ward in disorder. The Austro-Ger- 
man armies were nearing the capital 
on three sides and at no —_ except 
on the south meeting really effective 
resistance. Even to the south it was 
announced on Tuesday that they had 


worked within seven miles of the cap- 
ital, which had been reported under 
bombardment for several days and its 
evacuation b the Rumanians was 
hourly looked for. 

In entering Bucharest the armies of 
the Central powers have taken their 
fourth entente capital. Early in the 
war King Albert and the Belgian gov- 
ernment were forced out of Brussels, 
and last year King Peter of Serbia and 
King Nicholas of Montenegro were 
successively compelled to give up their 
capitals to the Teutonic invaders. Now 
the process has been reported in the 
case of King Ferdinand of Rumania. 

Bucharest before the present war 
relegated old-fashioned fortifications 
to the scrap heap, was considered ex- 
tremely welt defended by its outly- 
ing works which comprised 18 forti- 
fications of the first class and many 
redoubts and batteries. Aside from 
Paris, it was accounted probably the 
largest military camp in the _ world, 
capable of accommodating 200,000 men. 
The city is a gay capital in peace 
times with a population of nearly 300,- 
000 and was frequently alluded to as 
“the Paris of the east.” It covers an 
area in excess of 20 square miles, con- 
tains the royal residence, the govern- 
ment buildings and other notable 
structures ana is the center of a con- 
siderable trade. 


BIG OIL DISTRICT 
TAKEN BY TEUTONS. 


London, December 6.—The fall of 
Bucharest and Ploetchti, announced in 


night, has not been confirmed from 
other sources, but the position re- 
vealed by the previous German and 
Russian communiques left little hope 
that the Rumanian capital could be 
saved. 

No official Rumanian statements 
have been received in London since 
Sunday, but the Russian official re- 
ports recorded the steady retirement 
of the Rumanians before the victori- 
ous enemy forces. The rapidity of the 
advance of the central powers seems 
to show that no attempt was made to 
defend the capital and the actions 
fought have probably been only of a 
delaying nature. 

The fall of Ploechti perhaps is of 
even greater tmportance than that of 
Bucharest. Ploechti is a railway junc- 
tion and the center of the great oil 
district of the Prahova valley. Unless 
the Rumanians have been able to de- 
stroy or disable the oil wells, machin- 
ery and stores of oil, the Germans will 
get a much needed prize. Moreover, 
in the Prahova valley they are on the 
line of retreat of a portion of the Ru- 
manian second army. 

Tt is believed that the Rumanians 
will be compelled to retire until they 
can secure a shorter line between the 
Carpathians and the Lower Danube, 
which will be within easier reach of 
Russian reinforcements. 


BUCHAREST FALLS 
INTO THE HANDS 
OF THE INVADERS

Field Marshal von Mackensen’s 
troops, advancing victoriously ap- 
proached the railway line running 
northward from Bucharest to Ploechti, 
causing the Rumanians to evacuate 
their positions north of Sinaia. South of 
Bucharest the Teutonic troops have oc- 
cupied other towns along the River Alt, 
and are advancing toward the Ruma- 
nian capital. More than 6,000 Ruma- 
nians were captured yesterday. 

The statement follows: 

“Front of Archduke Joseph: The Rus- 
sians attacked in the wooded Car- 
pathians, north of Tartar pass and four 
times on the Ludova. These new sac- 
rifices of men brought the enemy no 
success. 

“The number of prisoners taken in 
the engagements on the Verchdebry, 
which were favorable to us, has in- 
creased to 275 men and the booty to 
five machine guns and four mine 
throwers. 

“In the Trotus valley strong pressure 
by the Russians against our most ad- 
vanced line was parried in a prepared 
second position situated nearby in the 
rear. 

“North of Oituz pass, a Russian point 
of support was captured. Our losses 
were small. Sixty prisoners remained 
in the hands of the German attacking 
forces. 

“In the Bazska valley southwest of 
the Basin of Kezdi Vasarhely, a raid 
carried out by German and Austro- 
Hungarian troops, brought a consider- 
able section of a Rumanian position, 
with two officers and more than eighty 
of the rank and file and much accumu- 
lated ammunition into our possession. 

“Army group of Field Marshal von 
Mackensen: The Ninth army advancing 
Victoriously is approacning, fighting its 
way toward the Bucharest-Ploechti- 
Hungarian groups after an attack in 
the evening. 

“The Danube army cleared the towns 
on the south bank of the Argechu still 
occupied by the Rumanians and is ad- 
vancing towards Bucharest. 

“On the Danube, Russian attacks from 
the east were repulsed. 

“German and Austo-Hungarian troops 
under Colonel von Szive, are pursuing 
in southwestern Wallachia Rumanian 
forces, which are retreating in utter 
confusion. Our troops forced the enemy 
on the Alt to accept battle. The enemy, 
whose way has been blocked on the 
east bank of the river, lost yesterday 
twenty-six officers and 1,600 men in 
prisoners and four cannon. In addition 
to this number more than 4,400 other 
Rumanians were taken prisoner on De- 
cember 5. . 

“On the railroad northwest of Bu- 
charest considerable stores of wheat 
bought by the British government and 
labelled as such by signs fell into our 
hands. 

“On the front in Dobrudja there was 
calm.” 


Sofia, December 5.—(Via London, 
December 6.)—The Bulgarian war of- 
fice has issued the rollowing: 

In Wallachia the troops of the cen- 
tral powers defeated the Rumanians 
on the Agechu river. Along the Dan- 
ube near Turtakai there was infantry 
and machine eve firing. In Dobrudja 
there were patrol engagements and in- 
termittent artillery fire. The enemy 
is entrenching itself and extending his 
barbed wire entanglements.” 


LOSS ADMITTED 
BY RUMANIANS. 


Petrograd, December 6.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—A further retirement of the Ru- 
manians in the Tergovistea-Ploechti 
sector northwest of Bucharest and 
along the railway from Titu to Bucha- 
rest is announced in today’s war of- 
fice statement. Elsewhere the Teu- 
tonic forces were beaten back. 

The official statement concerning the 
Rumanian front, reads: 

“On the Transylvanian frontier in 
the valleys of the Rivers Trotus, Sulta, 
Tchebiniash, Uzul, and Dos Dostiana, 
engagements are continuing. 

“In Wallachia the atatcks have con- 
tinued. The enemy was succesful in 
the direction of Tergovistea and Ploe- 
chti, and in the region of Dokaneshti, 
on the railway from Titu to Bucharest, 
where in consquence of the piercing of 
their front the Rumanians were com- 
pelled to retire.

One of Most Comprehen- 
sive Ever Undertaken.

Washington, December 6.—The feder- 
al investigation of the high cost of 
living began today to take definite 
form, with indications that it would 
be one of the most comprehensive ever 
undertaken and would extend to every 
section of the United States. Not only 
is a sweeping inquiry into the causes 
of the soaring cost of foodstuffs con- 
templated, but the recent pinch in the 
coal supply and its resultant price ad- 
vances also will be made, in all proba- 
bility, the subject of broad investiga- 
tion. 

Wilson Is Moving.

A dozen speeches on the subject 
were made in the house and several 
resolutions proposing inquiries were 
introduced.

Department of justice officials held 
all-day conferences with members of 
the federal trade commission and Dis- 
trict Attorney Anderson, of Boston, in 
charge of the department’s investiga- 
tion, and here to formulate a definite 
plan of conducting the nation-wide in- 
quiry. About fifty picked meimbers of 
the department’s bureau of investiga- 
tion were reported to be at work 
throughout the country gathering data 
which will determine the attorney gen- 
eral’s course. 

The interstate commerce commission 
probably will be called upon to ald by 
furnishing data relative to shipments 
of foodstuffs, and Mr. Anderson will 
confer with commission officials before 
his departure. Grand jury investiga- 
tion at New York or Chicago, or both, 
of the reasons for raising prices are 
said to be still under consideration. 


Probe From Three Angles. 

With the program still in process of 
formation, there were increasing indi- 
cations that officials were considering 
the situation from three angles 
namely: 

1. Determination of the actual causes 
of the rapid rise in foodstuffs and coal, 
whether it was due to natural econom- 
ic laws, to the unwarranted action of 
individual dealers and producers in ad- 
vancing prices, or whether there exist 
agreements among groups of dealers 
Or producers to boost prices. 

2. Vigorous prosecution of persons 
or firms, if any, who by violaskion of 
existing laws in making agreements to 
raise prices or otherwise have contrib- 
uted to the upward trend of prices, 

3. Enactment of legislation to rem- 
edy the present situation and to pre- 
vent its recurrence. 

The situation is in the first of these 
stages, so far as the department of 
justice is concerned With its inves- 
tigators already at work, department 
officials called upon the federal trade 
commission for co-operation and were 
promised all cata which the commission 
already may have bearing on the situa- 
tion and further aid in obtaining in- 
formation which can be acquired with- 
out adding materially to the burden 
imposed on the commission by other 
pending inquiries. 

Organizations to Be Probed. 

In addition, department offictais are 
understood to be considering the advis- 
ability of investigating such organiza- 
tions as the Chicago Board of Trade, 
the Chicago Butter and Egg exchange, 
the Elgin Board of Trade and the New 
York Produce, Sugar and Coffee ex- 
changes with a view to ascertaining by 
what practices the market values of 
certain foodstuffs dealt in by the 
bodies are determined. An inquiry in- 
to the amount of foodstuffs held in 


“all the cold storage establishments of 


the country and possibly as to the vol- 
ume of grain stored in elevators, also 
is said to be under consideration. 

Complaints have reached the depart- 
ment that coal prices were advanced 
recently because, in large measure, of 
the activities of certain independent 
dealers, not heretofore in the business, 
who are reported to have contracted 
with the chief coal companies for vir- 
tually their entire unsold output for 
the winter. It was charged that these 
dealers, scenting fat profits, had tried 
to corner the available supply and thus 
forced up prices, 

These and other complaints under in- 
vestigation will be considered with a 
view of prosecution, if warranted, un- 
der federal laws which require that 
the supplies in question must have 
been in, or for interstate commerce. 

Congress Way Act. 


Proposals in congress looking to a 
remedy for the problem ranged from a 


scale. There has been the usual daily 
“strafing,” or exchange of artillery 


fire, but the shelling has been done by 
what mariners would call “dead reck- 
oning.”’ 

Low-hanging, damp, leaden skies 
have shrouded the land and observa- 
tion has been almost wholly impossi- 
ble. But through this murk the 
guns have kept hammering away—fir- 
ing at the unseen enemy—harassing 
post roads and rail heads or any other 
“registered” place, where he was likely 
to be busy with the mutitudinous af- 
fairs of war behind the lines. 

A battle in the fog—and nearly ev- 
ery detached engagement in this strug- 
gle on the Somme could be classed as 
a battle by ordinary standards—is a 
weirdly mysterious and uncanny af- 
fair. A roar, a flash of red flame, 
and out into the leaden mist shrieks a 
shell on its well-intended mission of 
death and destruction. ; 

“This is where it should fall,” re- 
marks the gunner as he points to a 
map. “We will put another just over 
here,” and bang, goes the gun again. 
In the deepness of the fog the battery 
seems to shoot into a little drab world 
all its own. 

The Germans, however, have been 
bombarding one of their recently lost 
positions. It is a favorite occupation 
of the German gunners—this shelling 
a position they know so well. And 
such “strafing” calls for a reply, even 
if the enveloping fog permits one to 
see scarcely beyond the grim muazle 
of the giant gun itself. 

Under the protecting canopy of fog 
the Associated Press correspondent 
sought to explore the pulverized ruins 
of what was once the thriving little 
rrench village of Beaumont-Hamel. 
Officers and Tommies coming from 
that direction gave every assurance 
that all“was quiet within; so the me- 
tor car proceeded blithely along until 
a ghostly whine in the gloom over- 
heaq told its own story. The daily 
shelling had begun. 

To one only casually acquainted with 

the noises of a battlefield, there is 
always bewilderment as to which are 
the “friendly” shells going over to- 
wards the enemy and which are the 
very unfriendly visitors coming over, 
to burst in a wild destroying fury. In 
the grayness of the fog the bewilder- 
ment was accentuated. So intense 
was the bombardment at one time, with 
the shells rushing in opposite direc- 
tions overhead that the mingled 
sounds became like the singing of 
torm winds. 
2 A striking picture in the fog was 
that of a little English buslal party 
at a newly-made grave. A chaplain in 
khaki, with a black scarf thrown about 
his neck, was reading the service for 
the dead while Tommies stood bare- 
headed beside the bodies of several of 
their Somegtes We were being buried 
where they fell. 

Sadly alone and detached the little 
party seemed, and all the while they 
reverently toiled cross currents _of 
shells were swishing and whining 
through the overhanging mist in the 
strangest of requiem chants. 

The British gunners, particularly the 
“heavies,” are longing to have their 
“eyes” again—the airplanes. The co-op- 
eration of the aircraft with the great 
guns has been one triumph of the new 
British armies and a factor which the 
officers of the higher commands say 
cannot be overestimated. The ailies feel. 
they have complete mastery of the air 
on the western front, and that mastery 
of the air means mastery of the ar- 
tillery. 

The extreme cold of the last three 
days has been most beneficial in hard- 
ening the soft wet ground. The Ger- 
mans are evidently watching this phase 
of the situation with its possible bear- 
ing on further offensive work, and 
have redoubled their random fire with 
the idea of harassing movements as 
far as possible.

London, December 6.—The foreign 
office has issued a statement that 
there is reason to believe that press 
messages do not give an accurate pic- 
ture of the actual situation at Athens, 
both because the royalists have suc- 
ceeded in regaining control of the 
cable and~ press censorships and be- 
cause the allied press correspondents 
in Athens are living under threats of 
personal violence, in common with all 
those suspected of Venizelist leanings. | 

Grave Acts of Violence. 

The foreign office adds: 

“There is unfortunately reason to | 
believe that very grave acts of violence | 
have been committed by royalist forces 
and the mob.” , | 

Athens dispatches to the British au- 
thorities have leq the foreign office to 
describe the trouble to the Associated 
Press as constituting a program of the 
royalists against the Venizelists. 
These dispatches state that the loot- 
ing of Venizelos’ own house was con- 
ducted by Greek regulars under com- 
mand of superior officers, including 
one general, who wore prominent dec- } 
orations. The royalists asserted that 
shots were fired from the house, but 
the British authorities deny that there 
is the slightest evidence to support 
this charge. 

After the house was sacked and the 
articles removed, including the former 
premier’s personal clothing, ten Cre- 
tans lodging there were imprisoned. 
Their subsequent fate is unknown. 

Royalists then attacked the house of 
M. Kalopthakis, translator for the 
American legation. He took, refuge in 
the legation where the American min- 
ister is protecting him. The house 
occupied by his sister and servants 
has been besieged for two days. 

Men Cruelly Treated. 

A neutral diplomat, who saw the 
removal of General Corakas, head of 
the Venizelos recruiting bureau, and 
the former chief of police, Maroudas, 
from the parliament house, described 
their condition as pitiable. General 
Corakas lookeg as though he had been 
almost killed. According to the de- 
scription blood poured from his head. 
His clothes had been torn, his eyes 
were blackened and swollen) from 
blows received during his examination 
before the magistrate. His compan- 
ions were in even worse condition. 
Photographs now in the hands of the 
British were taken of these men. 

Another prominent Venizelist was 
shot down in cold blood. while Mr. 
Rendel, a_ British diplomat, whose 
house was attacked, says he saw an- 
other prominent man named Vescali re- 
peatedly clubbed with rifles in the 
hands of regulars and kicked in ~-the 
body until he fell unconscious. Mr. 
Rendel-also reports that while he was 
in jail he saw a number of Venizelists 
kicked and clubbed. 

The dispatches state that the corre- 
spondents have impartial testimony to 
the effect that no shots were fired 
from Mr. Rendel’s house, which was 
not only fired into by regular soldiers, 
but that the soldiers forceu thelr way 
into the house to the room of Mr. Ren- 
del’s sister, who was ill in bed. 


FRENCH COLONY © 
LEAVES ATHENS. 


Paris, December 6.—A Havas dis- 
patch from Athens says that the en- 
tire French colony left; Athens yester- 
day. 
the hotels of Piraeus and many have 
embarked on the vessels in the harbor. 

“Athens is apparently calm,” contin- 
ues the dispatch, “but the population 
is much impressed by the exodus of 
foreigners and in a great state of 
anxiety. Arrests of supporters of for- 
mer Premier Venizelos and searches 
of their residences continue, while the 
Venizelist organs no longer appear. 

“Barriers have been raised in the 
streets and are guarded by royalist 
regular troops augmented by voluntary 
enrollments of reservists. The entente 
ministers have been looking after the 
departure of their nationals. 

“At Janina, officers of the garrison, 
aided by reservists, have arrested Ven- 
izelos supporters.”

Ratified Protocol—Washing- 
ton to Urge Addenda. 


Washington, December 6.—Unofficial 
information today that Alberto J. Pani, 
who carried to General Carranza the 
border protection protocol agreed to at 
Atlantic City, was on his way back to 
the United States from Mexico, was 
construed at the state department as 


an indication that the first chief had 
ratified the document. The joint com- 
mission that drafted the protocol ad- 
journed November 23 to reassemble 
December 8, if Carranza’s action was 
favorable. 7 

It is believed here that Mr. Pani 
will cross the border at Laredo per- 
haps tomorrow and make a telegraphic 
report from there If he reports the 
ratification of the“protocol the commis- 
sion will convene here Friday and ad- 
journ until he can reach Washington. 

The Americans, it is understood, will 
insist upon the agreement to an ad- 
denda to the protocol that will serve as 
& Zuarantee that the Carranza govern- 
ment will respect and protect the rights 
of Americans and other foreigners in 
Mexico. The Mexicans probably will be 
asked to agree to the amendment or 
annulment of all decrees that provide 
for confiscation of foreign-owned prop- 
erty and for the readjustment of de- 
crees providing virtually prohibitory 
schedules of taxation on . mines and 
other industries. 

Pressure will be brought to bear to 
secure the creation of an international 
claims commission to pass upon all 
claims filed since November 20, 1910, 
the date of the beginning of the Ma- 
dero revolution. The Carranza repre- 
sentatives also will be asked to agree 
to joint action in improving the sani- 
tation of Mexican cities, especially cer- 
tain ports, and in fighting epidemics 
of contagious and infectious diseases 
known to be prevalent in different 
parts of Mexico. It will be suggested 
that the American government be ac- 
eorded the right to send physicians to 
co-operate in the task and to use such 
funds as may be necessary. The Rock- 
efeller Foundation is expected to fur- 
nish the money. 

Official advices from Mexico City to- 
day included the notification that the 
government has issued a circular per- 
mitting the use of American currency, 
both metallic and paper, as legal ten- 
der. This was construed as an admis- 
sion by the Carranza government that 
all efforts to force into circulation its 
issue of paper money have failed.

General Harrison Replies 
To Message of Sympathy 
From Georgia Comrades

Waycross, Ga., December 6.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—To the message of sympathy 
wired to him, tn his illness, by Hon. 
Martin V. Calvin, commander Georgia

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ATLANTA’S ANSWER! 

The world has Atlanta’s answer to insin- 
vation and detraction, in jhe twotoone 
vote given Asa G. Candler for mayor yes- 
terday. | 

The white primary, the greatest of in- 
gtitutional safeguards, had been attacked, 
and the red hand of violence set up as a 
standard—even to the use of dynamite on 
wnoffending persons. 

If not presented as a direct issue, it was 
nevertheless there, for silence on the part 
of the opposition fixed the belief in the 
public mind of its tacit approval of lawless- 
mess and violence. 

There are three very definite and specific 
meanings in yesterday’s result, upon which 
Atlanta and her good citizens who partici- 
pated in it are to be congratulated. 

First and best of all, Atlanta declares 
herself emphatically and unequivocally for 
law and order, and the constitutional right 
of the citizen to protection of life, liberty 
and property. :

the public generally, and particularly that 
portion of it which this system serves.

been its own interests alone that were at 
stake, probably it would never have con- 
sented. 

But President Peyton set aside the road’s 
own attitude and looked to the higher inter- 
ests of the public, the people who depend 


upon it and whom it was built to serve. It | 


was this consideration only that led him to 
recede from the company’s attitude against 
a conference. | 

Railroads owe a certain duty to the 
public which the law requires them to per- 
form. Without labor, much of which must 
be of the highest class, they cannot meet 
these requirements. Why shouldn’t these 
employees, too, owe a certain measure of 
duty and bear some responsibility to the 
public? 

Of course there are going to continue to 
arise, from time to time, differences be- 
tween railroad companies and those in their 
service—differences with merit in them on 
one side as well as on the other. But that 
isn’t a reason why the public should be 
made to pay the penalty. 

There ought to be, and we believe there 
can be, found a method which will put an 
end to strikes, and at the same time deal 
fairly and impartially with the contentions 
of both parties to the issue. 

President Peyton has warmly approved 
President Wilson’s proposal of legislative 
action in this direction. Congress could 
scarcely concern itself with a question 
whose solution means more of value to a 
public so intimately dependent on the main- 
tained continuity of transportation service. 


A SPLENDID PARTY SERVICE. 


$tate Senator John D. Walker has ren- 
dered both Georgia and the national democ- 
racy asplendid party service in the work just 
completed, and as a result of which Georgia 
follows her record vote for Wilson with the 
contribution of more money to the demo- 
cratic campaign fund than any southern 
state this side of the Mississippi river. 

As chairman of the democratic campaign 
committee for Georgia, Senator Walker 
proved untiring in his purposeful effort not 
only to bring out a big Wilson vote, but to 
see that Georgia did her full share in lend- 
ing her material support to national party 
success.

Members of Atlanta’s Rotary club, 160 
strong, keen, alert and active business men 
in aS many different lines, are upon the 
streets, about business houses and in office 
buildings soliciting annual subscriptions to 
the maintenance fund of Atlanta’s Asso- 
ciated Charities. 

The Rotary club has taken up this work 
purely as ‘a civic service because it be- 
lieves sincerely and whole-heartedly in the 
cause. It knows what the Associated Char- 
ities has done and is doing for Atlanta; it 
appreciates the importance and the value of 
the serivce. 

To insure the Associated Charities for 
1917 a budget even meagerly commensurate 
with the service it must render, the Rotary 
club has set out to raise $10,000 in annual 
subscriptions; subscriptions .in amounts 
which the donor is willing to pay annually 
until revoked. It is not a campaign to pay 
back debts, but to provide for the future; 
it is not to meet a deficit in the 1916 fund, 
but to provide against one in 1917. 

This fund, when raised—and Rotary 
says it will be raised—will give the Asso- 
ciated Charities a budget of $25,000 for 
1917; an income small enough, in all con- 
science, to take care of the distress and 
misfortune in a city of 200,000 inhabitants. 

It is no longer necessary to urge upon 
Atlantans the importance and value of. or- 
ganized and systematic charity. It has 
proven itself. Not only have distress and 
suffering been relieved, but hundreds of 
men and women, too, have been enabled to 
find themselves and to “come back” as pro- 
ductive members of society. Because of the 
efficient work of the Associated Charities, 
poverty no longer parades itself from door 
to door, nor in its one-time numbers upon 
the. city’s streets. 

These excellent results have not been 
achieved without expense, nor can they be 
maintained without it. In its support of the 
Associated Charities, Atlanta is not giving 
in anything like the proportion it used to 
give at the door of the home and through 
other channels before organized charity was 
established. Moreover, it is getting better 
service, for it is reclaiming men and women, 
an achievement {mpossible with charity of 
the indiscriminate sort. 

The members of the Rotary club expect 


4 to finish their work within a week, but they 


propose to finish it—to get the full $10,000.

They want a prompt 
answer and with it the signed contribution. 
If Atlantans will give at once to this cause 
what they feel they can, the work will be 
done within less than the week set apart 
to it.

A number of statehouse officials, in whose 
offices is a vast accumulation of old rec- 


ords, which, though their preservation is of |. 


extreme importanca are rarely referred to, 
strongly favor the creation of a permanent 
archieves department. These records have 
for years piled up in the offices of the 
several departments until, in many instances. 
the greatest difficulty is experienced in find- 
ing room to file current records. The cre- 
ation of such a department as has been sug- 
gested, it is pointed out, would furnish 
a safe and suitable place for filing all old 


records from all departments, thus giving 
each department room in its own offices for 
the proper filing of current records to which 
it is mecessary to make constant reference. 

The suggestion of the University of Geor- 
gia, which was made in the same circular, 
looking to the organization of a Georgia 
Historical society, is also finding favor. It 
is stated that more than 300 members have 
already been found for the proposed or- 
ganization and that a great deal of interest 
is being taken in the objects of this argani- 
zation. 

This organization, it is pointed out, will 
in no way interfere with the historical society 
of Savannah, which has been carrying on @ 
great work for a number of years, but will 


supplement the work of that organization.

new society also. 


Diversified Farming Will Put End 
To Negro Exodus, Claims Educator 


That the application of the purposes and 
provisions of the Smith-Lever law, to the 
end that diversified farming may more gen- 
erally be practiced throughout the south, 
will prove the solution of the problem grow- 
ing out of the recent general exodus of ne- 
gro laborers from the sduthern to the north- 
ern states is the opinion of P. C. Parks, 
from 1907 to 1912, inclusive, director of ag- 
riculture at Clark university, near Atlanta, 
and now occupying a similar position and 
also director of extension work at the Agri- 
cultural and Mechanical College for Ne- 
groes, known more generally ag the W. H. 
Council school, at Normal, near Huntsville, 
Alabama. 

Outlining his views Wednesday he said: 

“The chief reason, as I view it, behind 
the great negro exodus from the southern 
to the northern states lies in the fact that 
the negroes of the south are largely of the 
tenant class. In northern Alabama there are 
110,000, and 85 per cent of them tenants. 
Forty-five per cent of the 85 per cent are 
‘share croppers.’ 
supply and clothing from the landlords, or 
from the merchants through the landlords. 
The other 40 per cent are cash renters, and 
are too poorly equipped, educationally and 
financially, to initiate plans for their own 
elevation or to stand the sudden change in 
our methods of doing farm business. 

“Seventy-three per cent of all of our crop 
area is in cotton. Eighty-five per cent of 
all of the time required to make the crops 
is devoted to cotton. The cotton crop was 
cut short this year by reason of floods and 


the boll weevil; hence the negro farm work- 
er has not had his regular line of occupation 


| countries to fight. 


All of them get their food 


supplied in the south. The war in Europe 
has caused a decrease in the labor supply 
in the north and west because of so many 
laboring people returning to their native 
The negro is filling this 
labor demand at the expense of our south- 
ern farms. 

‘There are a few people who are taking 
advantage of the situation*and are cap- 
italizing it for the purpose of increasing 
the spirit of unrest among the colored peo- 
ple. I feel that the good white people here 
have an opportunity to serve in a concrete 
way the better thinking negroes in their ef- 
forts to quiet this spirit of unrest. 

“Tt can be done, I am convinced, through 
advancing and emphasizing the diversified 
system of farming, and the spreading of the 
‘gospel of diversification’ among the negro 
farmers in such a way as they can be brought 
to comprehend it and realize its value. 

“The Smith-Lever law furnishes a means 
of state supervision over rural operations 
and demonstration work, and its aim is to 
—and it can be made of great effectiveness 
toward this end—make each community self- 
supporting. 

“Georgia has not been s0 wide-awake on 
this proposition ‘as has some of the other 
states. In Alabama, for instance, we have 
fifteen negroes working under this system, 


‘with a view to increasing the earning capa- 


bilities and also the efficiency of the regu- 
lar tenant on the farm, and, be it said to 


the credit of the landlords, those of the Ten- 
nessee valley are supporting this measure in 
a vigorous and effective way.”

The Moyer, who have been living at 
56 Lucile avenue, will lcave at once 
for New York. 

Moyer was rec- 
ommended to Governor Whitman and 
Superintendent Carter by farmer At- 
torney General George W. Wickersham. 
General W. W. Wotherspoon, state su-

P. Beyers, secretary of the American 
Prison association, and other persons 
Prominent in prison work in New York 
and other states.

A. H. Boykin, the paymaster, victim 
of the Egan hold-up, in which he was 
robbed of $1,500, identified Rogers as 
the man who struck him with a “Ddillie” 
and snatched his handbag. Mra. N. C. 
Loyd, an employee of the Martel Man- 
ufacturing company, the plant for 


which the robbed man was paymaster 
swore she saw Boykin struck down, an 

that she wa’s sure Rogers was the man. 
At the opening of cross-examination by 
counsel for the defense, however, she 
became ill, having to leave the stand, 
to which she never returned.

OF CAPITAL AND LABOR 


Miss Ida Tarbell Gives Inter- 
esting Lecture to Large 
Audience in Taft Hall. 


In a scholarly and convincing discus- 
_ sion on “Industrial Idealism,” Miss Ida 
M. Tarbell, one of the world’s fore- 
most writers, impressed upon an ex- 
ceptionally large and attentive au- 
dience at Taft hall last night the needs 
for a peaceable and friendly, as well as 
co-operative relation between the two 
great bodies of industrialism, capital 
and labor, and gave a thorough and 
@asily understood account of some of 
the present-day improvements in the 
principles of industrialism, telling of 
the activities toward industrial better- 
ment on the part of some industrial 
leaders. 

. “Our country is marked by the pride 
of its people in their native land,” 
said Miss Tarbell in opening her ad- 
dress, “and this pride is noticeable in 


all classes. But they express their 
pride in matters of dollars and cents, 
in the material advances of our coun- 
try, in the industrial strides. 
terial growth is the legitimate and log- 
ical expression of democracy, and the 
ordinary man will claim that we have 
an industrial democracy, that all have 
something to say. He thinks all mate- 
rial development means increasing well- 
being.” 
Change of Attitude. 


Then Miss Tarbell warned her au- 
dience of a change of attitude on his 
part, when he becomes suspicious that 
everything is not working out as sup- 
posed, that everybody is not getting all 
that is expected. Then he becomes dis- 
couraged, said she, and then he becomes 
an enemy of the country rather than 
a friend. 

“There has been a noticeable change 
during the last twenty-five years,” said 
Miss Tarbell, “and this suspicion of in- 
dustrial democracy has not come from 
agitators. But there are the reports 
of the government on investigations 
made that he has had to take account 
of, and industrial democracy has been 
threatened by the growth of great in- 
dustries.”’ 

That the high cost of living had been 
a disturbing factor the audience was 
told, and that although wages have 
been going up very steadily in this 
country, the cost of living has always 
been increasing a little in advance of 
the. higher wages. 


“Something is wrong,” said Miss Tar-! 


bell, “when such conditions’ exist. 
There is something wrong in the egg 
situation, when there are _ 75,000,000 
dozens of eggs being held by one man 
who is’ waiting for 100 per cent profit. 
And it should not exist. In the recent 
reports of investigators of wages paid 
women it was revealed that the average 
is a little less than $6 a week per 
woman, and it is utterly impossible for 
a girl to live properly on such a wage. 
There is a great discrepancy some- 
where.’’ 

' Miss Tarbell said _ that 
phases of improper industrial 
tions, probably the worst features 
were the attitude taken by the two 
great bodies in industries. “Indus- 
trial leadership has become a remarka- 
ble power in our country, and there 
is the great power of the laboring 
body that carries out the plans of in- 
dustrial leaders,’ she said. Migs Tar- 
bell stressed the importance of co-op- 
ération on the part of these two ab- 
solutely essential bodies.

Washington, Decémber 6.—The sink- 
ing of the John Lambert was reported 
to the state department by the Amer- 
ican embassy in Paris, but as the ves- 
sel was described as a French mer- 
chantman en route from Montreal for 
Havre, no effort has beem made to se- 
cure further details. Records of the 
department of commerce show that the 
Lambert sailed from Canada under 
French papers. An inquiry may be 
made to establish her exact status.

GERMANY CONTINUES VOLUNTEER FUND OPENED 


TO DEPORT BELGIANS BY SOUTH SIDE CHURCH 


Proecss Is Going Steadily On 
in All the Provinces of 
Belgium. 


London, December 6.—Reports re- 
ceived with regard to the Belgian de- 
portationgp bv the Germans show that 
the process is going steadily on in the 
provinces, and the taking of unem- 
ployed is expected to begin immediate- 
ly in Bruss-ls. 

Deportations from Antwerp have be-

Of this num- 
ber, up to the middle of November, 
slightly under six thousand had been 
sent to Germany from the city of 
Antwerp alone. 

The Germans make every effort to in- 
duce the men to sign contracts for 
work, the reports say, among the in- 
ducements peing.an offer .f wages of 
six marks dally. 

a Those failing to sign are told that 


ried men who sign receive an advance 
of 40 marks, and single men 20 marks, 
and are allowed to go home for two 
or three days before starting. They 
also are promised that they will be sent 
to Liege or lLongwy. 

Despite strong pressure, most of the 
Belgians have refused to sign. Those 
presenting certificates of cinployment 
in general are released. More than 100 
men employed in a guano factory were 
sent to Germany in one contingent, 
some of the workers being more than 
00 years old. 

In the provinces the men are placed 
in single file; those selecied are told 
to go to the right, and those released 
are told to go to the left. Many were 
so stunned or bhewilderec that they 
failed to obey the directions, but as 
their cards contained no indication that 
they were released if they happened to 
turn to the right they went to Ger- 
many. 

In general the German svuidiers treat- 
ed the men well, but the rulings in 
most cases were made arbitrarily, al- 
though some were releaseu as a result 
of intervention by the burgomasters 
and employers, who were present, who 
Gave assurances that the men were 
regularly and actually en.ployed. The 
Germans apparently have aitempted to 
confine the deportees to young un- 
married or unemployed men, but when 
there was some indication that the to- 
tal required in a certain discrict would 
not be reacned factory wcrkers were 
taken. 

Seemingly the Germane are making 
efforts to secure skilled labor. Railroad 
workers are particularly tiable to be 
ordered deported. Only a small num- 
ber of workers holding cards showing

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FRENCH GUNBOAT ‘SUNK 
BY GERMAN SUBMARINES 


London; December 6.—The French 
gfunboat Surprise has been sunk Dy 
German submarines at Funchal, Ma- 
deira, according to an announcement 
by the Portuguese minister of marine 
in. a wireless dispatch received here 
from Lisbon. Thirty-four of the crew 
of the gunboat perished. 

A few Portuguese were also killed 
aboard the steamers Kanguroo and Da- 
cla, which were torpedoed, according to 
the .dispatch. 

A dispatch to the Exchange Telegraph 
from Lisbon says: 

“News received from Madeira says 
that 34 persons were killed in the bom- 
bardment of Funchal. The submarines 
shelled the short for two hours, espe- 
Cially the English cable station and 
other public buildings, but only small 
damage was done.

Washington, December 6.—The Bel- 
gian legation made public tonight a 
translation of the note from its gov- 
ernment handed to Secretary Lansing 
yesterday, protesting against the de- 
portation of Belgians to Germany for 
forced labor. It was written nearly a 
month ago when the German drafts 
upon Belgian workmen were just be- 
ginning and since it was put into the 
mails, Minister Havenith, on cabled in- 
structions, has presented a direct ap- 
peal for active intervention by the 
United States to stop the deportations. 

After reviewing the situation as it 
existed at that time, the note says: 

“The government of the king de- 
nounces to all civilized nations these 
unworthy proceedings which throw on 
the scrapheap the laws of humanity 
as well as the established rules of 
war in regard to the powers permit- 
ted to an occupier.

Miss Oliver won publicity in 1915 
when she gave the police information 
which led to the arrest of what was 
known as the “white cap fang.” At 
another time she came before the pub- 
lic as the result of attending a hog 
and hominy carnival attired as an 
Apache girl. 

Came Back to Atlanta. 

Sunday night Sheriff Harvey, of 
Sumter county, phoned Chief Jett and 
told him the Oliver woman was in At- 
lanta at 194 Ivy street with her sister, 
Mrs. McMurtrey, and that he held a 
warrant for her, charging murder. 
The Atlanta police called at the Ivy 
house and were told by the McMur- 
trey woman that “Little Bit” had gone 
to Athens to join a carnival company, 
but that she would communicate with 
her and tell her she was wanted. 

Tuesday night the sister phoned 
Chief Jett that “Little Bit” had re- 
turned from Athens and was at her 
home ready to give up if she was!

The Secretary Points to Its 
Value. in Annual Report. 
United States Holds Com- 
manding Position in World 
Finance.

Publie Buildings. 

One of the features of the report is 
a discussion of present methods of 
constructing public buildings. 

“I am convinced,” says the secre- 


tary, “that the methods pursued by 
the congress for the past fifteen years 
of providing federal buildings mong 
so-called omnibus-public building bills 
have resulted in the construction of 
many public buildings in small towns 
and localities where they are not need- 
ed, and at a cost which is clearly un- 
justified by any actual requirements 
of the communities in which they are 
erected. The conclusion is irresistible 
that authorizations for public build- 
ings in these small communities are too 
frequently dictated by local reasons 
and without regard to the best in- 
terests of the government. The most 
serious aspect is this: The annual 
operation and maintenance of these 
buildings impose on the treasury a per- 
manent and constantly increasing bur- 


Washington, December 6.—Secretary 
McAdoo’s annual report of the gov- 
ermment’s finances, presented to con- 
gress today, estimates that the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1917, will show 
a balance of $115,000,000 in the gen- 
eral fund but that the figures a year 
Jater—June 30, 1918, will show a deficit 
in the general fund of $1 85,000,000. 

Preliminary estimates place the cost

F“Common sense and business judg- 
ment would seem to demand that 
structures for the transportation of 
government business sbould be author- 
ized only in locadities where they gre 
imperatively needed, and that buildings 


of conducting the government for the 
coming fiscal year 1918, exclusive of 
the postal service which is expected to 
be self-sustaining and other deduc- 
tions, at $1,278,021,000. The ordinary 
receipts for the fiscal year 1918 he es- 
timates at $995,550,000, which is $282,-

Estimatés of large expenditures for 
national defense carry the estimated 
outlay beyond the estimated income. 

For the fiscal year 1916 now draw- 
ing to a close, the secretary reports 
great prosperity and expresses great- 
est confidence for the future. “Dur- 
ing the past year,” the secretary says, 
“the prosperity which set in so strong- 
ly during the fiscal year 1915 has 
grown in strength and volume and is 
now widely diffused throughout the 
United States. Fundamental economic 
conditions have never been more sound. 
In all lines of induS&try efficiency of 
organization and production have 
reached the highest point in the coun- 
try’s history. General confidence in 
the future, healthful enterprises and 
development have been marked char- 
acteristics of the year. 

“The financial strength of the United 
States—the greatest in ouwr history— 
gives us a commanding position in 
world finance. We have been trans- 
formed from a debtor into a creditor 
nation. On November 1, 1916, the stock 
of gold coin and bullion in the United 
States was estimated at $2,700,136,976, 
an increase of $714,597,804 in the past 
16 months. This is the largest stock 
of gold ever held in the United States 
or in any other country of the world. 
Through the operations of the Federal 
Reserve system and with our abundant 
supply of gold as a basis, the credit 
resources of the United States have 
become more than sufficient for home 
demand, and we have been able to fi- 
nance our great domestic and foreign 
trade without strain and to extend 
vast amounts of credit to other nations

Value of Reserve System. 
“The experience of the past two 


years has brought into strong relief 
the value of the Federal Reserve sys- 
tem. It is not too much to say that 
our great prosperity could not exist 
without it. The usefulness of the sys- 
tem has been broadened recently by 
the amendatory act of September 7, 
1916, which renders it more attractive 
to member banks and increases the 
scope and services of the Federal re- 
serve banks. Due to the transference 
of vault and other reserves to Federal 
reserve banks, authorized by the orig- 
inal act and amendatory act, the re- 
sources of said banks ure now more 


than $650,000,000, while the total re- 
serves held are over $400,000,000, and, 
in addition, more than $230,000,000 is 
held by Federal reserve agents as spe- 
cial security against Federal reserve 
notes. About one-fourth of the coun- 
try’s stock of gold is thus mobilized 
in the hands of the Federal reserve 
banks and agents. : 

“The increasing strength and effi- 
ciency of the federal reserve oanks have 
enabled them to enlarge their direct 
service to the business community 
through the introduction of a definite 
and comprehensive system for the par 
clearance of checks throughout the 
country. 

-*Rates of discount at federal reserve 
banks have continued low throughout 
the year, and most of their open mar- 
ket paper, consisting largely of ac- 
ceptances growing out re) foreign 
trade, has been taken below 24% per 
cent basis. Hates of interest through- 
out the country have been reduced and 
stabilized with great advantage to the 
business of the country. 

‘It would have been impossible to 
finance our vast domestic and foreign 
trade without the facilities provided 
by the federal reserve system. Not 
only has it met the normal and extra- 
ordinary needs of business, but it has 
established confidence securely. Busi- 
ness has been able to go forward with- 


out apprehension and the several crises 


which the country has faced in its in-

IN NATIONAL ELECTINGS 


Republican Senators Join Dem- 
ocrats in Urging Passage 
of Corrupt Practice Bill. 


Washington, December 6.—With S3en- 
ator Owen announcing promises of 
support from republicans, the~ senate 
today settled down to consideration of 
the Owen corrupt practice bill to limit 
expenditure of money in congressional 
and presidential elections, and leaders 
on both sides predicted that the meas- 
ure in amended form would be pressed 
before the March adjournment., 

Senatér Owen said informally he 
would withhold, for the present at 
least, his resolution to direct a spe- 
cail investigation into campaign ex- 
penditures of all political parties in 
the recent national election because of 
the assurances from republican sena- 
tors that they would aid in good faith 
to effect the passage of a measure 
that would prevent lavish expendi- 
tures of money and remove opportuni- 
ty for corruption in future campaigns. 


Several amendments were offered 


during the day; among them one by 
Senator Kenyon to penalize election 
betting by a fine of $500 for each of- 
fense. Senator Works proposed a sim- 
ilar amendment and another which 
would limit individual contributions 
to a campaign fund to $100, to be 
paid only to recognized political com- 
miittees. 

Senator Sherman, republican, opened 
debate on the bill. He objected to the 
provision limiting campaign expendi- 
tures by a political committee on be- 
half of a senatorial candidate to $5,000, 
declaring the language was not clear 
whether this referred to both prima- 
ries and elections, or would allow a 
total for both of $10,000. 
later provision permitting certain per- 
sonal expenditures would permit 
wealthy candidate, who could spend 
his own money, to have a great ad- 
vantage over one who must rely on 
contributions and campaign commft- 
tee funds. 

The Illinois senator also contended 
it was unfair to make the same stand- 
ard for states small in territory or 
population, where conditions were 
vastly different. He referred only in- 
cidentally to the November election, 
remarking, “I do not believe the sums
